Laff-A-Day 


The question of an adequate w a t e r 
supply for W ashington C. H,. should be­ 
com e a m atter for intensive study, 
by 
our city officials as w ell as the w atei 
com pany, not in future years, but now. 
This subject has been opened up by the 
report of consulting engineers engaged by 
the Ohio W ater Service C o m p a n y to m ake 
a survey of water supply possibilities for 
tile city of W ashington C H. 
The en gineers’ report has been m ade 
a v a i l a b l e to the city with recom m enda­ 
tions that an upground storage 
reser­ 
voir be constructed with a capacity of 180 
m illion gallons, with filtering equipm ent 
to be purchased for treatm ent of water 
from Paint Creek, when it is freely flow ­ 
ing. This todate appears to be the o n I y 
positive answ er to our greatest com m un­ 
ity problem today. 
Our city officials should exam ine a I I 
pl a sos of this w ater question and there 
should be no hasty conclusion reached. 
In t h e i r stu d y ’, a careful, fair. factual and 
u n b i a s e d exploration of the possibilities 
cl a m u n i c i p a l l y owned w ater plant should 


be included. 
W ater is the 
m ost 
vitally 
im portant 
thing n ecessary in the m aterial lite of any 
com m unity. Our need for a m ore ade­ 
quate supply long has been apparent to 
anyone who has given the situation any 


thought. 
The obtaining of a plentiful s u p p l y 
should not be allow ed to drag into long 
years of the future without decisive a c­ 
tion. D elay thus far has been m uch too 


long. 
The sudden outbreak of a serious fire 


could very easily em pty all s t o r a g e 


tanks as w ell as deplete the underground 


supply, now the only source of w ater. Far 


sighted vision, sincerity and honesty of 


purpose in an inquiry into this question 


should begin at once, to determ ine w hat 


is best, m ost efficient, beneficial and eco­ 


nom ical in long range view , for the city, 


its w ater consum ers and taxpayers. 


M eantim e the w ater com pany indicates 


that it plans for som e further exploratory 


work in seeking 
underground w a t e r 


through w ells. Although this m ight devel­ 


op som e additional supply there is no a s­ 


surance of obtaining anything near ade­ 
quate enough for the future. 
This effort on 
the 
w ater 
com pany's 
part how ever, is one reason for the city 
to take sufficient tim e to go into the en­ 
tire w ater m atter with a thoroughness 
that gives prom ise of som e constructive 
iCTidation for a solution.

In the 
treatment 
under 
the 
physicians 
d irecto r 
most 
of 


these cases are put to bed in a 
hospital and watched very care 
fully. Often, the antibiotics are 
helpful in treating this disease 
The children affected are put pr 
a diet low in salt or sodium and 
high in proteins 


Relief With ALTH 
Recently 
the n e w hormone 
ACTU was used on a group of 
these children. It was found that 
this treatment, although not a1 
together curative, did relieve the 
symptoms. The 
swelling 
w a s 
completely eliminated In sixty 
eight percent of a group of forty 
five children 
having nephrosis 
It began to disappear after the 
eighth *o twelfth 
day 
of 
t h e 
treatment. 
All the symptoms, both s u b 
iective and objective, f i n a l l y 
cleared up with this treatment 
and it is now being used in many 
cases of nephrosis.

Fayette County Years Ago 


Inside Story of Rothschild Case

VVhen one reads the transcript 
of the record in the case o f'E d ­ 
ward M. Rothschild, a b o o k ­ 
binder in the Government Print­ 
ing Office, the data presents it­ 
self differently from the rn o r e 
condensed news reports. This is 
naturally so, for the record i s 
long, the questioning complex, 
and only a second view of i t 
can bring out the 
details 
and 
overtones of testimony 
It would seem that this is a 
case which requires study by the 
department of Justice because 
what is involved is access t o 
precisely such information a n d 
data 
resulted in the theft of 
the atom and hydrogen bomb 
We do not yet know the entire 
story of this espionage and we 
shall not until a thorough investi­ 
gation has been made of t h e 
security methods of the Atomic 
Engergy Commission. 
We do know that from 1942 to 
1947, the crusial year the FBI 
was forbidden to engage in this 
field 
that employees of t h e 
Atomic Energy Commission were 
not screened by the FBI which 
contains the most complete files 
on subversives, including finger­ 
prints and cumulating records 
From the results, it would appear 
that no adequate screening took 
place and that that is the reason 
"b y Klaus Fuchs. Gold. Green 
glass. Sobeit, etc. could commit 
their crimes unimpeded 
In the case of Rothschild, the 
ii timony is that he stole secret 
documents In the McCarthy hear 
mg* this was brought out: 
The Chairman. 
We h a v e 
testimony to the effect that you 
stole secret documents from the 
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G o v e r n m e n t 
Printing Office, 
among other things that you stole 
a secret code and took it from 
the GPO. What is your answer 
to that’’ 
“ Mr. 
Rothschild: 
Under t h e 
Fifth Amendment I still refuse to 
answer that question on t h e 
grounds it would tend to incrim­ 
inate me." 
Now, while Rothschild enjoys 
the constitutional right to refuse 
to answer a question which h e 
believes will incriminate h i m . 
he already knew that there was 
testimony from the Navy that 
matter involving the atom bomb 
had been sent to the Govern 
ment Printing Office. Under such 
circumstances, one would imag­ 
ine that Rothschild would cry out 
in his defense: 
“That is a damned lie! 
But he did nothing of the sort 
Instead, this is how he handled 
it: 
“ The Chairman 
Did y o u 
ever steal a secret code from the 
Government Printing Office’.’ 
“ Mr, Rothschild: I refuse to 
answer that question.
